Keep your early meals simple 
with only two or three courses 
and try to imprave on a few re- 
cipes rather than trying out a lot 
of them without success.

Learn to 
prepare the cheaper cuts of meat.

Once vou have learned to cook 
meat well, you can serve an at- 
tractive meal. First courses are 
always easy. Even the most in- 
experienced bride can put a can 
of tomato juice into the refriger- 
ator to chill. 


Serve tomato juice in small but 
pretty glasses that have been set 
in the refrigerator for a few min- 
utes before you use them. Gar- 
nish with a thin slice of lemon 
and a tiny sprig of parsley. or 
sprinkle with chopped parsley 
and put a lemon wedge on the 
side. When you serve melon, put 
a wedge of lemon or lime on the 
plate. 

Cooking potatoes is fairly sim- 
ple. Most vegetables are also easy 
to prepare if you will remember 
to put them into rapidly boiling, 
salted water and cook them only 
until tender. By cooking your 
vegetables quickly you will find 
that most of their bright, natural 
colors are preserved and the 
flavor is much improved.
